The Church retains many Attraftions for the 
Virtuofo and Antiquary. It is indeed a very fi- 
niflied Specimen or the pwroft Gothic Architeflure 
that prevailed about the Clofe of the fifteenth Cen- 
tury. This Strufture confifts of a lofty Nave, two 
Aifles, and a Tower in the Middle; 120 Feet 
in length, and 55 broad. The whole is embattled ; 
a Series of grotefque Figures furround the Archi- 
trave. Of the Tower, which is fo low in Proportion 
that it has been thought a Spire was originally 
intended, the Form has fome Peculiarities ; for 
the Buttrcffes are flattened, anid gradually dimi- 
niihed to the Top, and upon the Bafes are Effigies 
as lar^e as Life, o( rude Sculpture, fo that it ap- 
pears to be almoft octangular at a fmall Diftancc. 
The Parapet is ornamented with five Efcocheons on 
each Side; the four larger of which bear the Anns 
of De Clare, De Spencer, Newburgh, and 
Tame. Others are charged with the ragged Staff 
and Fetterlock, the Cognizances of the Houfe 
of Beauchamp. There are many Niches, which 
when filled with the highly finilhed Images, now 
removed, muft have added much to the original 
Beauty of this Edifice. Of its internal Form and 
Embellifhments the molt minute Defcription we

Arches, the' Pillars light and fluted, lot^ eaougb 
to admit a Range of Windows above them. The 
Tower then intervenes. The Aides are continued 
parallel with the Chancel, with which is a Com- 
munication by two Arches of equal Hei^t. A 
Skreen furrounding the Chancel is of very be»u« 
tiful Gothic Carving in Oak, with Stalls ift the 
fame Style. On th6 left Hand of the Altar arc 
three Stone Benches, or Subfellia, formerly ufed bf 
the officiating Priefts. The tipper Divifion of eithw 
Aiile belongs as a Chancel to the Vicar, and Lord 
of the Manor. The neat Pavement, and other very 
fuitablc Ornaments, have been at feveral Times gi- 
ven by the Family of Barxbr, and their Connec- 
tions. The Church owes its Re-eredion to Jofltc . 
Tame, a Merchant, of a Family fettled in Loh* 
doHf where feveral of them had ferved the Office 
of Sheriff^. About the Year 1492, foon after 
the Siege of Beloigne, a YeShl bound to the 
Port of RomCy from the Low Countries, and-laden 
with painted Glafs, is faid to have been taken by 
him, who inftantly determined on preparing a 
Church here for its Reception.

Years he oouki have attained fuch Proficiency ; for he was 
born in 1^71 y and the Glafs was taken in 1492. Who was the 
real Artift is a Circumflance involved in fome Obfcurity. 
Neither Lvca Van Leyden nor Goltzius could have beea 
employed, as they both flourifhed after the Church was 
iiniflied. But for this, the extreme Refemblance of the 
Style of the well-known Etchings of thefe Maflers, would 
induce us to attribute thia beautiful Work to them. May we 
he allowed a Conjefhire, that the Defigner was Francesco 
Fran CI Ay who was born at Bologna in 14 jo, where he lived 
till i$i8» peculiarly eminent in the Art of encauilic Painting.

Warwicky 
having married Alice, the fecond Coheir, pur- 
chafed the Shares of the other two ; Margaret, 
the Wife of Sir Humphry Stafford, Knight, and 
Isabel, the Wife of Lewis Watkyn, Efq. fub- 
jefit to the faid Jointure, by Deed of Sale, dated 
Feb. 26, 1547. About the Commencement of the 
laft Century, Sir Richard Verne y. Knight, 
transferred this Eftate to Sir- Henry Unton, 
and John Croke, Efq. who foon after re-fold 
it to the Family of Tracey ; for in 1 608 Sir 
John Trace r. Knight, occurs as Lx)rd of the 
Manor. 

Andrew Sarker, Efq. of the very ancient 
Family of Barker, alias Coverall, of Coverall 
and Hopton Caftles, in the County of Salop, be- 
came poffefFcd oi this manerial Property about 
tlie Time of the Ueftoration of Charles II. and 
left one Son, Samuel Barker, Efq. Upon his 
Death in 1708, he was fticceeded by his only fur- 
viving Daughter and Heir Esther, married to 
James Lambe, Efq. of Hackney^ co. Middlefex, 

«• fity of Paris^ was afterward promoted by the King to be 
** a Canon of his College at Oxford^ founded on that of the 
♦* Cardinal, and about the fame Time was fent on State Af- 
*' faires to Paris^ where he performed with good liking to

There was yery anciently a tnanerial Refidence 
near the Churchy ercfted by the Earls of War- 
wicky and called Beaucbamp and Warwick Court *• 
It appears that it was rcTbuilt by the Tames; for 
Leland obferves, '* there is a teyr Manfion Place 
•* of the Tames hard by the Chirche-yarde, 
" builded thoroughly by John Tame and Ed* 
*^ MUNDE Tame, the Backfide therof goithe to 
" the very Bridg of Pairfard^:' • Tlus Houfe 
was taken down by Andrew Barker, Efq. who, 
with the Materials of it, built the prefent Man^ 
fion, fomc Furlongs diftant ; in finking the Foun- 
dations of which, Urns and Roman Coins are faid 
by Dr. Parsons to have been difcovered* It is 
a large and commodious Edifice, and has been 
confiderably improved by the prefent Proprietor. 

Within the Park Pale, about 200 Acres are in- 
clofed, well planted, with an Avenue of a Mile 
in Length. The Pleafure Grounds werfe long and 
defervedly admired, when in that Style or Em- 
belliihment, which diftinguiflied the Clofe of the 
laft Centurjr. From the modern Art of Garden- 
ing, veryjudicioufly employed, they have gained 
additional Beauty. The Kiver, widened for a great 
Diftance, with its Extremities artifieially concealed,

In the Reign of Henry the Eighth, John Mor- 
gan, Efq. of ihe Family of Trrrf^tfr, com, Mon- 
mouth, who had been a Colonel in the Army in 
the preceding Reign, being connedted with the 
Families of Tame and Oli>ysworth*, fettled 
in this Parifii. His Eilate has been inherited by 
his Defcendants till 1773, when it was fold by Ro* 
BERT MoRGAK, Efiq. to the prefent Lord of the 
Manor. Charles Tyrrel Morgan, M. A^ Bar* 
rifter at Law, now refidcs in the Houfe inhabited 
by his Anceftors, to which be has lately added 
many Improvements* 

In this Parifh are three Tythings ; t. The Ba^ 
rough, which has its own Conftable; 2. and 34 
Eaft End, and Milltown End, to each of which a 
Tvthing Man is diftinfitly affigned* The Church 
of GLoucEaTSR held two Hides of Land here in 
Saxon Times -f*. Every Eftate in the Parilh is 
dependent on the JurifdiSiion of the Court Ba-^ 
ion.
